License Fees, 
Unpaid Aug. 1, 
To Cost More 


Tomorrow starts a new fiscal 
year—and a change in the w ord­ 
ing of th e city license law which 
may prove costly if ignored. 
U nder ordinance No. 149, adop­ 
ted June 21 and effective next 
month, a ten per cent penalty 
w ill be added to all fees unpaid 
by 
A ugust first. 
In 
addition, 
the form er 10 p er cent reduction 
on all licenses paid before July 
1 which prevailed heretofore, has 
been elim inated. 
It was pointed out a t the city 
hall th at the new m easure can­ 
cels the prem ium form erly offer­ 
ed for advance paym ents and 
substitutes an equal penalty for 
fees not paid w ithin 30 days. 
U nder the new m easure it is 
possible for a business license to 
cost 22 p er cent m ore if a licensee, 
who form erly paid in advance 
and accepted a 10 per cent re­ 
duction, let his paym ent slide 
beyond 
the 31-day m ark and 
paid 10 per cent more.

“It’s good to know there are 
people like you left. It’s the first 
time in my two years in the M ar­ 
ines that I’ve been treated to a 
wonderful dinner and given a 
place to sleep by a stranger,” they 
wrote. “T hat’s the way of life the 
boys overseas whom we hope 
soon to join, are fighting for.” 
Of the many boys in the serv­ 
ice the Dunlaps have aided, they 
said the two Marines were the 
first to w rite a thank you letter.

Action !n The Pacific 


For the first time in the nearly two years which 
have elapsed since the historic battle of Santa Cruz 
late in 1942, American bomber pilots have met the 
Japanese fleet for a slugging match. 
. 
The return engagement, which churned the seas 
between the Philippines and the Marianas Islands, 
strengthens the evidence of enemy reluctance to 
face decisive combat. 
When the smoke of battle 
cleared, what was left of the Jap force limped back 
into its home corner nursing its wounds. 
The naval significance of that victory is matched 
by the military' significance of the back-door en­ 
trance into the commanding port-city of Cher­ 
bourg, the lengthened bombing scope of the B-29’s, 
the continued devastating Allied raids on Berlin 
and the shuttle-bombing flights ending at new 
Allied bases in Russia. 
Men simply guess when they boldly prophesy 
just when the war will end. 
But the evidence *is 
piling up that the showdown tests are not far off on 
any front. Action in the Pacific is flanked by ac­ 
tion of decisive order in every' battle zone. 
The 
time for rejoicing is not at hand, nor even in sight; 
the victory is still to be won with heavy, scourging 
sacrifice of life. But with every jolt to the Nazi and 
Jap, the Allied picture brightens. And the enemy 
these days is taking quite a lot of jolts.

I Rise to Remark ’

The Republican convention is 
warming up; so is the Chicago 
weather. I came over with the 
second wave, the first ones here 
were the unfortunates who have 
to arrange transportation, deal 
out too few rooms for too many 
people; set up headquarters for 
the candidates who openly ad­ 
mit they are candidates (none of 
whom will get the nomination)— 
and do all the preliminary chores. 
The second wave brought the 
members of the Resolutions Com­ 
mittee. It is an interesting exper­ 
ience. The other California mem­ 
ber of that committee is Mrs. 
Maxine Whiteside from Tulare. 
Half the committee must be men, 
and half women. Technically the 
committee has no standing, but 
we go to work now in order to 
shorten the time of the conven­ 
tion which starts on the 26th. 
That day we will be officially 
confirmed as a committee and our 
actions ratified: I hope! 
A ll t h e amusing incidents 
which accompany any convention 
are here. The start, scheduled for 
10 A. M., which actually occurs 
at 2 P. M. The freely made nom­ 
ination of the chairman, which 
has already been decided upon. 
The inevitable call for the nom­ 
ination of some officer (in this 
case the secretary) only to find 
that the member designated to 
make the nomination isn’t present 
at the right moment, so the chair­ 
man in some embarrassment has 
to ask a friend sitting in the front 
row, in a stage whisper, to pre­ 
sent the name already program­ 
med. The front row friend is a bit 
deaf; says “Who?” in a loud whis­ 
per, and the chairman obliges 
with the name, in a whisper 
heard over the entire room. 
We get going at last. Senator 
Taft is the chairman and a good 
one. The first days are given to 
ten minute speeches, from men 
and women who want to tell the 
Party what to do, how to do it, 
and in general solve most of the 
world’s problems. All are sin­ 
cere; many are leaders in their 
respective fields, and all are giv­ 


en respectful hearings. The little 
lady with the chic hat who wants 
a decision in the war, and a coun­ 
try prepared for the future; the 
charming lady who feels that the 
way to prevent wars is to be com­ 
pletely impotent, or the inevit­ 
able and charming and elderly 
lady who has a song she has 
w ritten herself, the singing of 
which will bring and keep peace. 
Agriculture; h o u s i n g ; taxes, 
foreign affairs; war; peace; labor; 
education women's right; racial 
discriminátion; small b u s i n e s s 
and 
big business, 
they’re all 
here, even to the representative 
of a much wooed minority who 
told us he only wanted “jestice” 
and how his party, tired of emp­ 
ty 
promises, 
h a d 
elected 
a 
“Jerdge’’ in a New York district. 
Friday we began to write the 
platform, through sub-committees. 
I am to be on Agriculture, unless 
a special sub-committee for the 
problems of the far west makes it 
impossible to be on both. That is 
California’s No. 1 objective here. 
Understanding of our problems; 
the serious effects of conversion 
plans, and men in positions of in­ 
fluence in Washington who un­ 
derstand our part of the world, 
which must now include not only 
the west coast, but the Islands 
and the Orient. 
I am probably a poor selection 
for a Platform committee. I have 
little use for platforms. Over the 
100 years in which party plat­ 
forms have been written, the 
Democrats have w ritten the best 
ones from a literary standpoint, 
and the minority parties have 
w ritten the most honest ones. The 
minorities don’t expect to win; 
they don’t have to straddle and 
appease. There have been three 
good platforms in this hundred 
years: the Republican Platform of 
1856, when the party was found­ 
ed, and when the makers courag­ 
eously said what they meant; the 
Bull Moose Platform of 1912, and 
the Democratic Platform of 1932. 
It is unfortunate that the last 
named shows so few signs of 
w ear and tear. 


Railroads Look 


Ahead To Better 


Postwar Service 


While the railroads of the na­ 
tion are now engrossed w ith the 
handling of the tremendous war 
load, they are going to be ready 
when peace comes to provide the 
best transportation service in his­ 
tory, W. W. Hale, vice president 
in charge of system freight traf­ 
fic for the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, told a recent meeting of the 
Pacific Northwest Shippers Ad­ 
visory Board. 
Specifically, Hale pointed to 
the many improvements which 
have been made in railroad plants 
to expedite w ar traffic, including 
enlargement of terminals and in­ 
stallations of new facilities, such 
as Centralized Traffic Control (an 
electrical 
device 
for directing 
train movements by remote con­ 
trol to increase the capacity of 
single-track railroad) on which 
Southern Pacific has spent mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
“How far or how fast we may 
go to the postwar period depends 
upon two principal factors,” he 
continued. “One of them is how 
prosperous producers and ship­ 
pers are. The other factor is the 
competitive situation with respect 
to other forms of transportation 
and the rules laid down by the 
government affecting that compe­ 
tition. Those of you who depend 
principally on railroad transpor­ 
tation have a special interest in 
seeing that equitable competitive 
conditions prevail.” 
The handling of the unprece­ 
dented traffic generated by the 
war has been a “teamwork” job, 
Hale emphasized, with success at­ 
tained through cooperative effort 
of 
shippers 
and receivers 
of 
freight, the 
military, and the 
general public.
